DUSKY  1856  SNOW  3 FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


Lot  No.  4001 


4001  1856  Snow  3.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  This  specimen  may  actually  be  one  of  the  Proof  strikings  from  this  die 

pairing,  but  the  surfaces  are  quite  duskily  toned  in  iridescent  brown  toning,  which  somewhat  obscures  the  undoubtedly 
reflective  fields.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp  (sharper  in  fact  than  the  Snow  plate  coin  and  perhaps  sharper  than  the  Snow  3 
offered  in  our  sale  of  the  Northern  Bay  Collection,  Part  2),  and  the  edge  and  rims  are  perfectly  squared.  Due  to  the  depth 
of  toning,  the  die  markers  are  difficult  to  see,  and  a careful  conservation  will  bring  out  these  microscopic  diagnostics.  The 
toning,  and  a long  existence  carefully  wrapped  in  jeweler’s  tissue,  otherwise  protected  the  fragile,  reflective  surfaces,  as 
no  other  imperfections  are  noted  even  under  strong  magnification. 

It  is  felt  that  Snow  3 is  the  variety  that  was  most  probably  distributed  to  Congress  when  it  was  being  lobbied  to  add  the 
newly  devised  88%  nickel/12%  copper  composition  to  the  then  current  coinage  bill.  As  such,  it  is  avidly  pursued  by  collec- 
tors as  the  most  historic  issue  among  the  m3Tiad  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent  varieties. 
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RARE  1857  PROOF  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT

4002  1857  Snow  PR2.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof.  Deep  amber  toning  bathes  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  wonderful  Proof, 

while  the  color  of  the  edge  better  resembles  the  color  encountered  on  high  grade  Copper-Nickel  Cents.  The  fields  are  wa- 
tery and  reflective,  flanking  boldly  struck  devices  on  both  sides.  A touch  of  weakness  is  noted  at  STATES  OF  as  well  as  in 
the  bow  at  the  lower  reverse.  A few  minor  hairlines  and  spots  are  noted  on  both  sides  but  do  not  detract  from  the  overall 
appeal  of  this  rare  Proof  Flying  Eagle  Cent. 

Snow  estimates  that  only  50  or  so  were  originally  struck.  But  given  that  the  third-party  grading  services  list  over  70 
pieces  in  their  censuses  (many  of  which  are  undoubtedly  resubmissions),  that  many  more  unencapsulated  specimens  exist 
(witness  Stack’s  November  2005:  36  and  March  2006:  3612)  and  that  Snow  has  identified  3 distinct  Proof  dies,  we  sur- 
mise that  the  original  mintage  was  a bit  larger.  Here  is  a wonderful  coin  for  the  Small  Cent  or  Proof  coin  specialist  or 
U.S.  Proof  T5rpe  Coin  collector. 


WONDERFULLY  PROOFLIKE  1858  LARGE  LETTERS  CENT

4004  1858  Large  Letters.  High  Leaves  Reverse  (Reverse  Type  of  ’57).  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  and 

boasting  Prooflike  surfaces  and  a very  bold  strike  that  give  the  original  impression  of  a Proof  coin.  Lovely  straw  gold  in 
tone,  this  specimen  has  taken  on  pale  lavender  and  sky  blue  highlights  on  both  sides.  Here  is  a remarkably  attractive  coin 
unlike  most  other  1858  Large  Letters  observed.

“ghosting”  around  wreath  and  denticles,  especially  on  the  right  side;  there  is  a very  prominent  die  scratch  from  the  lower  tip  of  the 
left  ribbon  end  to  denticles  at  7:30;  the  denticles  from  7:00  to  10:30  on  the  reverse  are  quite  thinned  as  a result  of  intense  die  polish- 
ing.

The  surfaces  are  bright  and  reflective  save  for  a hint  of  delicate  gold  toning  mixed  with  a hint  of  nickel 
blue  haze  in  the  fields.  Examination  will  discover  a couple  of  minute  specks  and  a hairline  or  two,  but  this  coin  is  a solid 
Gem  example  of  this  ever  popular  pattern  issue.  Diagnostic  die  centering  dots  are  found  within  the  upper  shield  lines  and 
two  more  are  present  near  the  center  of  the  ‘5’  on  the  reverse.  Ample  frost  on  the  devices  produces  the  desired  Cameo  ef- 
fect, a testament  to  the  technological  advances  achieved  in  the  few  years  prior  to  this  issue  in  working  with  nickel  as  an 
alloy  with  copper. 

The  composition  for  these  new  “Nickels”  is  actually  25%  nickel  and  75%  copper.  Nickel  is  a notoriously  hard  metal 
compared  with  copper,  silver  or  gold,  and  mints  all  over  the  world  found  it  one  of  the  most  challenging  base  metals  to  in- 
tegrate into  coinage.  In  the  Western  Hemisphere,  most  of  the  nickel  mines  were  controlled  by  Joseph  Wharton  who  man- 
aged to  gain  a virtual  monopoly  on  nickel  production.  However,  there  was  no  need  for  nickel  for  industry,  so  Wharton  did 
the  most  expedient  thing — he  had  his  friends  in  Congress  pass  legislation  requiring  our  government  to  use  nickel  as  an 
alloy  for  coinage,  first  on  the  Copper-nickel  Flying  Eagle  Cents,  then  for  the  Three  Cent  coinage  of  1865  and  finally  on 
these  Five  Cent  coins  beginning  in  1866.  Wharton  then  had  a ready  buyer  for  all  the  nickel  his  mines  could  produce.

Like  the  copper-nickel  alloy  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  soon  confirmed  that  the  75% 
nickel  and  25%  copper  alloy  on  the  Cents  was  too  hard,  and  as  seen  on  these  early  Shield  nickels,  even  reduced  to  25% 
nickel  and  75%  copper,  the  planchets  were  still  very  hard  and  caused  early  and  severe  damage  to  the  coining  dies.  The 
more  devices  employed  in  the  design,  the  more  surface  area  that  had  to  be  struck  up  during  the  coining  process.  Note  sev- 
eral minor  die  cracks  on  the  obverse  and  the  strike  doubling  on  the  date  and  lower  shield.  In  1867  the  Shield  nickel  de- 
sign was  altered  to  remove  the  rays  around  the  denomination.  That  seemed  to  help  lengthen  the  expected  die  life,  but  this 
series  continues  to  be  plagued  with  die  cracks  as  the  true  cause — the  nickel  alloy — was  not  altered.  Today  collectors  find 
such  die  cracks  fascinating  and  these  add  to  the  charm  of  this  series.

The  initial  ap- 
pearance is  that  of  a near-Gem,  however  there  is  some 
evidence  of  an  ever  so  gentle  past  cleaning.  The  coin  has 
since  acquired  a lovely  blush  of  lavender-rose  on  both 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  A sharp,  wonderfully  smooth 
example  of  this  rare  issue.  The  entire  Mint  State  popu- 
lation of  this  date  likely  totals  on  the  order  of  only  15  to 
20  pieces.

Cameo  devices  are  afloat 
in  lightly  hairlined  fields.  Golden  iridescence 
adorns  the  peripheries,  and  there  are  only  a cou- 
ple of  minor  interior  lint  marks  in  the  fields. 
Though  indications  of  the  Proof  mintage  for  this 
extremely  elusive  date  vary  from  80  to  300  pieces 
depending  upon  the  reference  consulted,  it  cer- 
tainly appears  that  the  latter  mintage  estimate  is 
more  reasonable  based  upon  the  number  of  sur- 
vivors.

Briggs  lists  this  variety 
as  his  2-B  Proof  die  pairing.  The  ‘1’  in  the  date  shows  a 
thin  base  and  long,  thin  serif.  The  reverse  exhibits  re- 
punching at  QUAR.DOL.  that  is  most  noticeable  at 
‘QUA’.  Deeply  mirrored  fields  and  cameo  devices  are 
awash  in  a splendid  offering  of  violet-mauve  toning. 
Only  the  most  trivial  of  hairlines  and  lint  marks  are  no- 
ticeable under  very  close  scrutiny.  One  of  800  such 
Proofs  reported  to  have  been  struck  of  this  date. 

Breen  indicates  that  most  Proof  Quarters  of  this  date  bear 
a Type  II  obverse  and  reverse.  He  further  states  that  the  pair- 
ing offered  here  is  very  rare.

is  normally  the  case  with  Proofs  of  this  date,  there  is  some  weakness  at  the  left  obverse  stars  that  should  not  at  all  be 
taken  into  account  when  arriving  at  a suitable  grade  to  assign  to  such  a coin.  Deep  olive-emerald  and  delicate  rose  irides- 
cence immerses  either  side.  The  underlying  fields  and  design  features  are  nearly  defect-free,  although  the  reflectivity 
could  be  a bit  more  vibrant.  Breen  states  that  this  Tj^je  II/Type  I die  combination  is  both  “extremely  rare”  and  used  to 
mint  “business  strikes  only.”  Briggs  does  confirm  the  existence  of  Type  II/T3^e  I Proofs  of  this  date  although  they  are 
indeed  quite  rare! 

This  coin  is  something  of  an  enigma  in  that  it  appears  to  match  Briggs’  Reverse  A (vertical  line  seven  of  the  shield  repunched  at 
the  lower  left  near  the  shield  juncture;  small  die  lumps  visible  under  the  lower  edge  of  the  shield  between  vertical  lines  6 and  7). 
Briggs,  however,  does  not  indicate  that  Proofs  were  struck  using  this  reverse  die.  Although  we  feel  comfortable  calling  this  coin  a 
Proof,  our  findings  are  not  consistent  with  those  of  Briggs,  therefore  raising  two  possibilities.  Either  this  coin  is  a very  deceptive 
business  strike,  or  it  is  indeed  an  unpublished  Proof  from  this  reverse  die!

We  should  point  out  that  the  reverse  die  used  to  strike  the  Proof  1861  through  1865  Quarters  in  this  sale  appears  to  be  one  and 
the  same.  An  examination  of  the  lettering  in  QUAR.DOL.  under  magnification  reveals  identical  repunching  on  each  of  the  Proof 
coins  from  this  date  range  within  this  offering.  Briggs  alludes  to  this  repunching  for  each  of  the  Proof  reverses  for  these  dates  and 
it  is  likely  that  he  noticed  this  connection,  although  no  such  mention  is  specifically  made  in  his  reference.  Breen  makes  no  mention 
of  this  observation  at  all.  Nevertheless,  this  connection  should  come  as  no  surprise,  as  such  observations  have  been  pointed  out  for 
other  Proof  Liberty  Seated  dates  and  denominations  by  our  cataloguers  in  the  past.

descence just  inside  the  rims.  Vibrant  mirrored  fields  complement  well  frosted  legends  and  design  features.  Rare  as  a business 
strike,  thereby  leading  to  increased  demand  for  attractive  Proofs  such  as  this.  A mere  625  Proofs  and  20,000  business  strikes 
were  coined. 

As  was  the  case  with  the  late  date  No  Motto  Proof  reverses,  we  once  again  see  the  same  reverse  die  used  to  strike  Proofs  in  multiple 
years  (namely  1866  through  1871  and  perhaps  beyond).  This  usage  can  be  traced  by  examining  hints  of  repunching  in  the  lettering  at  the 
lower  reverse,  as  well  as  a progression  of  engravers  lines  in  the  denticles  directly  under  these  same  letters.  Furthermore,  the  various  in- 
carnations of  this  die  become  evident  over  the  years  as  traces  of  die  rust  appear  and  subsequently  develop.  In  1872,  a new  die  appears  to 
be  employed.  This  die  bears  a flaw  at  the  left  side  of  the  shield  that  remains  on  this  die  for  the  remainder  of  its  life  (it  was  used  to  stj-ike 
part  of  the  Proof  mintage  as  late  as  1880).  The  presence  of  the  same  pattern  of  die  lines  in  the  lower  denticles  remains,  as  does  what  ap- 
pears to  be  identical  repunching  in  the  lower  reverse  lettering  on  both  the  1866-1871  reverse  and  the  1872-1880  reverse.  Although  we  do 
not  feel  comfortable  stating  that  these  two  dies  are  indeed  one  and  the  same,  there  certainly  appears  to  be  the  need  for  further  research. 
Are  these  similarities  the  result  of  an  identical  hub  being  used  to  produce  both  dies,  or  is  there  indeed  some  more  integral  eonneetion( 
Neither  Briggs  nor  Breen  entirely  explores  this  matter,  and  it  is  certainly  worth  noting  for  those  researchers  that  ore  interested  in  such  is- 
sues.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  regardless  of  whether  the  Proof  coin  in  question  is  a Type  I,  Type  II,  Arrows,  No  Ar 
rows,  or  whatever  the  case  may  be,  a short  die  line  can  be  found  with  a glass  that  connects  two  denticles  beneath  the  ‘L’  in  ‘DOL’.  Thu 
die  line,  furthermore  can  be  found  on  the  reverse  of  the  1870  Longacre  obverse  copper  die  trial  also  included  with  this  collection.  Such  c 
connection  between  all  of  these  coins  begs  the  question:  How  does  this  phenomenon  happen  when  it  is  completely  clear  that  multiple  huh 
were  necessary  to  produce  the  several  reverse  varieties  employed  over  this  lengthy  period?  Was  there  a hub  that  transferred  the  only  tht 
denticles  to  a die,  and  another  that  transferred  other  elements  of  the  design?  Perhaps  those  familiar  with  the  hub  production  process  a 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  that  period  of  time  can  shed  some  light  on  this  issue,  as  it  certainly  appears  that  the  mechanism  used  U 
transfer  the  denticles  and  the  die  line  in  question  to  each  of  these  dies  vis-a-vis  the  hubs  has  a common  origin.

Both  Breen  and  Briggs  list  only  one  pair  of  dies  having  been  used  to  strike  Proofs  of 
this  date.  Though  Breen  gives  little  detail  as  to  the  diagnostics  of  these  dies,  the  opposite  is  true  of  Briggs.  In  comparing 
the  specifications  indicated  by  Briggs  for  these  dies  with  those  of  the  coin  offered  here,  we  conclude  that  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse  of  this  coin  were  struck  using  an  unlisted  pair  of  Proof  dies! 

Briggs  states  that  the  reverse  die  used  to  strike  the  Proofs  of  1891  is  the  same  as  that  utilized  in  1890.  A quick  comparison  of  the 
reverse  of  the  prior  lot  with  that  of  the  presently  offered  coin  quickly  indicates  that  their  reverses  are  clearly  different.  Neither  the 
shield  nor  the  areas  of  die  rust  in  the  wing  feathers  of  the  eagle  of  the  1890  dated  coin  properly  match  those  of  the  present  coin.  The 
obverse  of  the  coin  offered  here,  furthermore,  does  not  match  the  date  placement  described  by  Briggs  for  his  1891  Proof,  nor  do  the 
stars  exhibit  the  soft  definition  that  he  describes.

The  surfaces  boast  the  satiny  textured  lustre  always  seen  on  the  first  few  years  of  issue.  The  surfaces  are  a delight,  with 
one  or  two  tiny  ticks  separating  this  from  a Gem  grade,  one  on  each  of  Liberty’s  knees,  a couple  of  short  and  shallow 
matching  hairlines,  one  below  the  left  wing,  the  other  near  the  tail  of  the  eagle.  The  eye  appeal  is  quite  exceptional  for 
this  issue,  with  radiant  snow  white  lustre  throughout,  undiminished  by  haze,  toning  or  dipping. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  was  rapidly  adapting  new  coinage  designs  during  this  period:  the  gold  coins  had  changed  over  in 
1907-8,  the  new  Lincoln  Cent  was  introduced  in  1909,  the  new  Buffalo  Nickel  in  1913  and  then  all  the  silver  issues  except 
the  Dollar  were  updated  in  1916.  Apparently  the  Half  Dollars  were  the  first  to  enter  circulation,  then  the  Dimes  and  fi- 
nally these  Quarters.  The  Silver  Dollars  ended  up  waiting  until  the  completion  of  the  unfolding  World  War,  and  that  de- 
sign was  not  changed  until  late  in  1921.  The  Quarters  were  not  expected  until  1917,  and  no  one  looked  for  these  until 
that  time. 

Apparently  52,000  1916  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  were  struck  and  withheld  for  release  until  1917  when  the  entire 
group  was  mixed  in  with  the  first  batches  of  1917  Quarters.  Thus  few  were  saved  as  many  believed  the  1917  Quarters 
were  the  first  of  their  kind.  Soon  it  was  discovered  that  some  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  were  dated  1916,  and  collector 
demand  has  been  fervent  ever  since.  In  the  past  few  years,  these  have  really  pulled  away  from  other  dates  and  remain  the 
uncontested  king  rarity  of  the  series,  although  the  1918/7‘S’  gives  the  1916  a good  run  for  its  money.  A bold  and  maies- 
tic  example  of  this  date  that  is  worthy  of  the  finest  collection.

Remarkably,  the  primitive  screw  press  was  still  able  to  bring  up  the 
devices  fully,  and  in  high  grade  the  0-109  variety  makes  for  an  excellent  type  coin.  The  present  coin  is  apparently  the  8th 
finest  compared  to  those  listed  in  Steve  Herrman’s  Auction  & Mail  Bid  Prices  Realized  for  Bust  Half  Dollars  which  is 
published  twice  a year.

dinary coin  that  apparently  has  been  tucked  away  for  perhaps  half  a century,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  been  auctioned 
previously.  Toned  rich  gunmetal  gray  with  glorious  blue  hues  mixed  with  rose  and  russet  colors  on  both  sides.  The  sur- 
faces are  very  choice  indeed,  and  the  reverse  would  probably  rate  a full  Gem  if  graded  on  its  own.  The  obverse  has  a few 
thin  hairlines  in  the  upper  left  field  which  keep  this  one  from  a higher  grade. 

Boldly  struck  save  for  the  sixth  star  which  shows  softness  on  its  central  lines,  and  on  the  reverse  at  the  top  of  the  de- 
nomination and  eagle’s  talons  and  branch,  matching  the  Lathrop/Landau/Noblet  specimen  #3  below  with  this  striking 
characteristic.  Some  of  this  softness  may  have  been  caused  by  die  lapping  to  attempt  to  efface  the  offending  blunder  on 
the  denomination.  Deeply  reflective  in  the  fields,  with  no  hints  of  frost  present,  and  a no  nonsense  Proof  coin  in  every  re- 
spect. Identifiable  by  a minute  planchet  flake  extending  up  from  the  middle  of  the  eagle’s  neck  on  the  right  into  the  field 
above  and  a tiny  contact  mark  in  the  obverse  field  between  the  inside  point  of  the  third  star  and  Liberty’s  chin.  Further 
identifiable  by  the  edge  lettering  slightly  overrunning  the  word  FIFTY  with  the  first  two  letters  surrounded  by  the  reed- 
ing from  a partial  second  pass  through  the  Castaing  machine. 

Other  evidence  exists  that  the  present  coin  wobbled  within  the  Castaing  machine,  as  portions  of  the  edge  devices  are 
unevenly  applied.  Specimen  number  3 below  has  the  word  FIFTY  doubled  entirely  on  the  edge,  as  the  coiner  apparently 
had  difficulty  imparting  the  lettered  edge  to  these  early  Proof  issues.

even  higher  were  it  not  for  some  inconspicuously  positioned  obverse  hairline  scratches.  The  visual  allure  is  truly  excep- 
tional on  this  important  first  coinage  from  the  newly  installed  steam  coining  press  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  toning 
ranges  from  deep  gray  to  gunmetal  blue  with  hints  of  lavender  in  the  reflective  fields.  Fully  and  boldly  struck  throughout, 
with  full  stars  and  curls  on  the  obverse,  and  complete  definition  on  the  claws  of  the  eagle.  Portions  of  the  reverse  legend 
show  traces  of  doubling  near  the  edge,  a likely  indication  of  at  least  two  blows  from  the  dies. 

For  the  technical  grade  it  is  important  to  describe  the  minor  scratches  on  the  obverse,  which  extend  from  the  top  of 
Liberty’s  cap  down  through  the  folds  between  the  ‘ER’  of  LIBERTY,  one  grazing  her  ear  and  below  onto  her  neck  near 
her  curl.  A second  scratch  extends  left  of  Liberty’s  clasp  through  her  drapery  exiting  to  the  rim  below  her  bust.  These 
scratches  are  old  and  have  blended  into  the  surfaces  with  the  delightful  toning,  and  are  well  hidden  by  the  devices.  Exam- 
ination of  the  fields  will  also  find  minor  hairlines  and  two  minute  reverse  rim  ticks,  one  left  of  the  ‘5’  in  the  denomina- 
tion, the  other  above  the  left  post  of  the  ‘M’  in  AMERICA.  Another  minute  pedigree  marker  is  a very  short  lintmark 
within  the  middle  talon  of  the  left  claw  of  the  eagle  which  reaches  from  the  branch  straight  down  and  touches  the  talon. 
An  extraordinary  rarity  and  very  important  issue  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

The  Reeded  Edge  Half  Dollars  were  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht  shortly  after  Mint  Engraver  William  Kneass  had  an  eventu- 
ally fatal  stroke.  Gobrecht  touched  up  the  original  John  Reich  design  from  1807,  dropping  the  motto  as  had  been  done  on  the 
Quarters  and  gold  coins  earlier,  and  changing  the  denomination  to  read  50  CENTS.  Gobrecht  instead  focused  his  design  efforts 
on  the  return  of  the  Silver  Dollar.  These  Half  Dollars  are  believed  to  have  been  struck  on  November  8,  1836  and  business  strikes 
were  coined  that  were  intended  for  circulation  under  pending  legislation  which  finally  became  law  on  January  18,  1837.  The  1836 
Reeded  Edge  coinage  was  struck  under  the  existing  old  standard,  which  largely  overlapped  the  new  slightly  lighter  silver  weight 
adopted  in  early  1837. 


HANDSOMELY  TONED  1836  REEDED  EDGE  BUSINESS  STRIKE

Scattered  hairlines  are  present  in  the  fields,  which  become  apparent  with  a loupe  but  elude  the  unaided  eye.  These  were 
struck  soon  after  the  Proofs  were  coined  on  November  8,  1836  on  the  Philadelphia  Mint’s  new  steam  coining  press  and 
used  a closed  collar  for  the  first  time.  The  closed  collar  imparted  the  reeding  on  the  edge  and  did  not  readily  allow  for  the  1 
prior  lettering  seen  on  the  Half  Dollar  edges.  An  impressive  coin  for  the  numismatist  who  demands  eye  appeal  and  qual- 
ity. 

One  of  Just  1,200  struck  that  year  as  the  pending  legislation  revising  the  weight  standard  for  the  Half  Dollars  was  de- 
layed in  Congress  until  January  of  1837.  These  1836  Reeded  Edge  coins  were  struck  using  the  old  weight  standards, 
which  given  the  tolerances  allowed  largely  encompassed  the  pending  revised  standard.

After  having  pointed  out  that  two  deliveries  of 
Proofs  were  made  (the  first  of  which  totalled  450  pieces  made  during  the  first  quarter,  and  the  second  of  which  totalled  200  pieces  made 
during  the  third  quarter),  he  then  goes  on  to  propose  that  the  latter  delivery  constitutes  the  Proofs  made  from  the  reverse  die  used  to  strike 
the  presently  offered  coin.

Wiley-Bugert  list  this  variety  as  their  \VB-103  (Very  small  repunched  mint- 
mark).  Breen,  however,  lists  this  variety  as  a small  ‘S’  mintmark  over  a micro  ‘S’  mintmark  (Breen-5002)  and  includes  an 
illustration  courtesy  of  none  other  than  Randall  Wiley!  It  seems  apparent  that  although  Breen  and  Wiley  certainly  shared 
information  regarding  this  variety,  they  parted  ways  and  reached  different  conclusions.  We  can  understand  their  differences 
as  the  undertype  does  appear  to  be  a bit  more  slender,  though  not  necessarily  any  smaller  in  dimensions.  The  reverse  is  of 
the  new  hub  style  with  a closed  berry  above  the  ‘H’  in  HALF.  The  obverse,  furthermore,  exhibits  rather  plain  repunching  at 
the  tops  of  the  ‘76’  in  the  date. 


It  should  certainly  be  pointed  out,  in  addition,  that 
Wiley-Bugert  indicates  that  no  such  micro  ‘S’  Half  Dol- 
lar exists  using  the  new  hub  style  (a  fact  that  is  further 
confirmed  in  the  most  recent  Census  information  available 
to  us).  If  indeed  this  reverse  does  bear  a micro  ‘S’  under- 
type (a  conclusion  that  we  are  not  at  all  prepared  to 
reach),  then  this  coin  would  provide  a highly  important 
link  between  the  hub  styles  and  their  respective  mintmark 
tjrpes  during  this  first  year  of  hub  style  transition.  Despite 
any  conclusion  reached  in  this  regard,  it  is  goes  without 
saying  that  this  coin  is  quite  significant.  Gem  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  and  an  absolutely  sensational  example!  In 
fact,  the  appearance  is  unlike  that  of  any  normal  business 
strike  and  greatly  resembles  that  of  a Proof! 

The  definition  is  amazingly  sharp,  and  the  fields  are 
wholly  prooflike.  A blend  of  russet,  lilac,  and  champagne 
hues  immerse  this  specimen  and  compellingly  complete  its 
visual  allure.  The  condition  of  this  amazing  coin  is  such 
that  we  have  no  reservations  in  asserting  that  this  is  the 
finest  known  example  of  this  variety.  Census  informa- 
tion confirms  the  existence  of  only  two  such  Mint  State 
WB-103  Half  Dollars  (the  present  coin  not  included),  nei- 
ther of  which  could  possibly  surpass  the  condition  of  the 
jewel  offered  here! 


It  should  further  be  pointed  out  the  Wiley-Bugert  states 
that  “all  examples  of  WB-103  have  been  extremely 
prooflike  and  are  considered  to  be  possible  centennial 
presentation  strikes.  This  could  account  for  this  variety 
being  extremely  rare.”  After  examining  the  presently  of- 
fered coin,  this  Wiley-Bugert  assertion  certainly  seems 
quite  plausible!!  In  light  of  the  great  rarity  and  importance 
of  this  variety,  as  well  as  the  incredible  quality  of  the  coin 
offered  here,  we  simply  cannot  over-stress  the  significance 
of  the  opportunity  currently  presented  to  specialists 
within  this  series!  The  time  has  come  to  assert  your  nu- 
mismatic muscle  and  do  what  you  must  to  acquire  this  in- 
credible jewel! 

Since  we  have  now  introduced  both  the  old  and  new  re- 
verse hubs  and  have  clearly  indicated  the  easiest  means  by 
which  to  tell  them  apart,  we  will  begin  to  conform  to  the 
commonly  used  terminology  in  delineating  these  same  hub 
styles;  i.e.  we  will  hereafter  call  the  old  reverse  hub  “Style 
I”  and  the  new  reverse  hub  “Style  II.”  We  must  make  it 
perfectly  clear,  however  that  these  delineations  are  not  to 
be  confused  with  the  earlier  Style  I and  Style  II  hubs  men-

Another  key  date  with  a token  mintage  of  138,000  pieces,  a fact  that  is  probably  attributable  to  several  causes 
Ihe  economic  disruptions  to  the  monetary  system  as  a result  of  World  War  I limited  silver  issues  on  some  series  and  the 
mints  were  focused  on  the  new  upcoming  coinage  designs  for  the  Dime,  Quarter  and  Half  Dollar  which  were  unveiled  in 
1916.  Hence  the  1915  Barber  Half  Dollar  remains  a rare  issue.

The  fields  are  slightly  reflective  as  often  seen  on  this  die  pairing,  as  these  dies  were  used  to  strike  at  least  a 
few  “specimens”  which  have  well  mirrored  fields. 

The  Flowing  Hair  design  had  been  abandoned  by  the  mint  in  late  1795  for  Silver  Dollars,  and  the  famous  portrait 
painter  Gilbert  Stuart  was  employed  to  render  the  new  Dollar  design.  Stuart  is  thought  to  have  rendered  Liberty  from 
the  Philadelphia  beauty  Ann  Willing  (Mrs.  William  Bingham).  Engravers  Robert  Scot  and  John  Eckstein  used  Stuart’s 
drawings  to  create  a new  obverse  design  hub.  The  new  style  was  well  received,  and  other  silver  and  copper  denominations 
were  converted  to  the  Draped  Bust  obverse  starting  in  1796. 

The  planchet  preparation  process  was  primitive  and  adjustment  marks  are  common.  Silver  consigned  for  coinage  was 
first  refined  to  the  standard  fineness,  then  the  silver  was  pulled  and  drawn  on  rather  primitive  equipment  to  the  exact 
thickness,  which  was  difficult  to  keep  perfectly  consistent.  Once  the  planchets  were  cut  from  the  strip  and  weighed,  it  was 
easier  to  adjust  them  downward  by  filing  off  a small  amount  of  silver  rather  than  melt  them  down  and  start  the  process 
over  again  if  the  planchet  was  too  light. 

On  the  earlier  Flowing  Hair  t3q)e,  a “silver  plug”  was  sometimes  inserted  through  the  center  of  the  coin  (both  on  Dol- 
lars and  Half  Dollars)  and  this  process  is  believed  to  have  been  used  to  increase  the  weight  of  planchets,  and  thus  bring 
them  within  the  narrow  tolerances  allowed  by  law.  The  silver  plugged  planchet  was  then  struck  normally  by  the  dies,  but 
the  plugs  usually  show  on  the  finished  coin  as  irregular  circles  surrounding  Liberty’s  ear  and  the  eagle’s  breast  and 
nearby  right  field  above  the  wing.  No  mint  inserted  silver  plugs  have  been  discovered  on  the  Draped  Bust  issues,  although 
the  possibility  exists.

Many  of  the  original  mintage  exhibit  evidence  of  wear,  some  in  very  low  grades  today  attest  to  the  release  of  this  tiny 
issue  into  circulation,  which  has  been  confirmed  by  more  recent  research  that  these  were  indeed  regular  issue  coins  and 
not  specifically  a pattern  issue  as  had  been  long  believed. 

Mint  Engraver  Christian  Gobrecht  designed  the  new  Dollar,  with  the  obverse  based  on  a painting  by  Titian  Peale,  and 
a similar  sketch  by  Thomas  Sully  and  William  Kneass,  all  of  which  depict  Liberty  as  sitting  and  holding  a pole  with  a cap 
at  the  top.  Gobrecht  placed  Liberty  on  a rock  instead  of  a stool,  with  a loose  fitting  gown  draped  over  her  body,  with  her 
arms  exposed  and  the  date  below.  There  were  no  stars  or  legends  on  the  obverse,  and  the  design  is  quite  simple  yet  ele- 
gant. On  the  reverse,  the  eagle  is  shown  in  full  flight  surrounded  by  both  small  and  large  stars,  with  the  legend  and  de- 
nomination surrounding.  The  cap  on  a pole  motif  is  known  on  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coins,  originally  symbolizing 
freedom  from  slavery,  and  later  evolved  in  America  to  represent  freedom  from  t3rranny.

There  are  a couple  of  minute  nicks  and  scuffs  in  the  fields,  including  a very  minor  scuff  below  Liberty’s  cap  which  can 
serve  to  identify  this  coin  in  the  future.  Although  Bowers  estimates  that  “40-60”  Proofs  exist,  this  may  be  too  high,  as 
fewer  than  30  have  been  graded  between  the  two  primary  services,  and  there  may  be  duplication  in  that  total.  Perhaps 
the  number  would  range  from  25-40  pieces  if  accurate  pedigrees  could  be  created.  Of  those  known,  most  fall  into  the  nar- 
row grade  range  seen  here,  not  quite  Gem,  but  very  attractive  and  Choice. 

Demand  for  this  date  is  quite  high  as  the  number  of  business  strikes  coined  halted  after  a mere  7,500  were  struck,  and 
most  of  those  were  later  melted.  This  is  an  early  die  state  struck  before  the  obverse  die  cracks  through  the  lower  portion 
of  the  date.  The  reverse  die  was  used  to  coin  Proofs  from  1840  to  1849.  Liberty  is  well  frosted  and  stands  out  with  strong 
contrast  from  the  mirror  fields,  and  the  well  matched  reverse  shows  similar  contrast.  An  important  offering  for  the  spe- 
cialist.

As  the  late  1850’s  unfolded,  demand  for  Proof  coins  greatly  increased  with  the  dawning  of  numismatics  as  a popular 
hobby  in  America.  Up  until  1857  Proof  issues  were  generally  hit  or  miss  on  all  coinage,  with  some  denominations  skipped  j 

for  a year  or  more,  other  times  several  Proof  coins  were  struck.  By  1857  Proof  mintages  climbed  to  several  dozen  pieces 
for  most  denominations,  and  by  1859  several  hundred  copper  and  silver  coins  were  struck  of  most  denominations.

Curiously,  most  of  the  high  grade  examples  show  prooflike  fields,  as  the  dies  apparently  were  polished  prior  to  striking. 
It  is  believed  that  most  of  the  issue  of  1870‘CC’  Silver  Dollars  were  shipped  over  rough  roads  in  canvas  bags  by  horse 
drawn  wagons,  which  would  account  for  the  number  of  surface  marks  nearly  always  encountered  on  survivors.

Based  on  the  population  data  it 
appears  that  the  1873  is  the  scarcest  Proof  issue  aside  from  the  coveted  1884  and  1885  Proofs.  They  were  apparentlv 
st^^  from  a single  pair  of  dies,  with  a small  rust  pit  on  Liberty’s  neck  and  rather  prominent  die  lines  crossing  through 

Liberty  s lower  dress.  A date  run  of  these  from  1873-1883  is  not  only  a challenge,  but  makes  for  a beautiful  and  historic 
collection.

William  Barber’s  obverse  design  exhibits  Liberty  wearing  a plain-brimmed  coronet 
inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  date  is  positioned  below  Liberty’s  bust,  and  there  are  no  other  legends  or  devices  in  the  field. 
The  reverse  bears  a laurel  wreath  encircling  ONE  DOLLAR.  The  peripheral  legend  reads  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMER- 
ICA/ E PLURIBUS  UNUM.  There  is  a lovely  shade  of  mellowed  orange-red  mint  color  that  is  evenly  dispersed  and  ac- 
cented by  delicate  rose  overtones.  There  are  some  scattered  mild  interior  specks,  as  well  as  some  slightly  deeper  areas  of 
color  at  the  rims.  Sharp,  honest,  and  quite  well  preserved  especially  when  taking  into  account  the  excessive  rarity  of 
this  issue. 

One  of  perhaps  five  or  so  known  (one  of  which  is  silver-plated)  according  to  Judd,  Pollock,  and  Teichman.  Pollock 
indicates  the  pedigrees  of  four  distinct  pieces,  three  of  which  cannot  possibly  be  this  coin.  He  also  lists  an  auction  pedi- 
gree for  a potential  fifth  coin  which  he  could  not  definitively  trace  to  any  of  his  four  listed  pedigrees.  This  potential  fifth 
coin  was  lot  number  3716  in  Abner  Kreisberg’s  June  28,  1965  Public  Auction.  The  piece  offered  here  has  been  closely  held 
for  well  over  thirty  years. 

Based  upon  the  period  of  greatest  activity  for  this  consignor,  it  is  very  plausible  that  the  presently  offered  coin  is  indeed 
from  the  aforementioned  auction  sale.  There  is  also  an  outside  chance  that  this  is  the  piece  from  the  Robert  Marks  Collec- 
tion (Bowers  and  Ruddy,  November  10,  1972,  lot  1082),  however  it  would  be  necessary  to  compare  this  coin  to  the  photo 
in  the  catalog  to  make  any  confirmation.  A third  possibility  is  that  the  Kreisberg  and  Marks  coins  are  one  and  the  same, 
in  which  case  the  consignor  would  have  had  to  have  purchased  it  out  of  the  Marks  Sale,  if  this  coin  was  ever  in  a prior 
auction  at  all.  In  any  case,  the  appearance  of  this  coin  is  quite  important  as  it  could  easily  be  ten  or  more  years  before  a 
similar  opportunity  presents  itself! 

Although  this  design  is  listed  as  having  been  intended  for  a Silver  Dollar  both  in  Judd  and  Pollock,  it  has  been  indicated  by  Te- 
ichman that  this  was  very  possibly  a Trade  Dollar  Essai.

Code,  or  any  state  insolvency  law.  Buyer  agrees  to  promptly  return  to  STACK’S,  any  lots  not  paid  for.  The  Buyer 
agrees  to  keep  the  lots  fully  insured  until  paid  for.  Risk  of  loss  is  on  the  Buyer. 

11.  The  highest  bidder  as  determined  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  Buyer.  If  the  auctioneer 
determines  that  a dispute  has  arisen  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  lot  may  be  immediately  put  up  and  sold  again. 
Bidders  with  whom  the  dispute  previously  arose  shall  be  without  further  recourse  for  any  damages  whatsoever. 

12.  If  you  bid  by  mail,  mail  your  bid  sheet  early.  Mail  bidders  agree  to  and  are  subject  to  these  terms  of  sale  just  as  if 
they  were  floor  bidders. 

13.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  ridiculously  low  bids,  which  in  the  auctioneer’s  sole  discretion,  are  felt  not 
to  have  been  made  in  good  faith.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  open  the  lot  at  a reasonable  price  determined 
solely  by  the  auctioneer.  The  auctioneer  shall  also  have  sole  discretion  to  set  initial,  and  subsequent  bidding  incre- 
ments, and  to  accept,  or  to  decline  to  accept,  challenges  to  those  bidding  increments.  All  bids  not  in  whole  dollar 
amounts  may  be  rounded  downward  by  the  auctioneer.  The  auctioneer  may  open  bidding  on  any  lot  by  placing  a bid  on 
behalf  of  the  Seller,  a mail  bidder,  STACK’S,  or  another  participant  in  the  sale.

In  the  event  of  non-payment  by  the  Buyer,  STACK’S  reserves  any  and  all  rights 
that  it  would  be  entitled  to  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  including  Buyer’s  consent  to  file  a financing 
statement  without  need  of  Buyer’s  signature,  and  to  offset  any  sums  due  on  any  future  consignment  or  purchase  or 
monies  or  goods  in  possession  of  STACK’S  or  its  assigns. 

15.  All  bidders  are  encouraged  to  carefully  examine  all  lots  prior  to  the  sale.  No  lots  will  be  shown  at  the  sale.  STACK’S 
assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the  material  (or  other)  facts  stated  concerning  the  numismatic  item, 
except  as  specified  herein.  All  floor  buyers  should  acquaint  themselves  with  the  property  sold  since  STACK’S  will 
assume  that  they  have  done  so  and  requires  that  the  Purchaser  represent  that  they  have.  Bidders  are  deemed  to  have 
satisfied  themselves  as  to  all  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

16.  STACK’S,  as  agent,  offers  a LIMITED  WARRANTY  that  any  numismatic  item  sold  is  authentic  (i.e.,  not  counterfeit, 
that  its  date  or  mintmark  has  not  been  altered,  and  that  the  coin  has  not  been  repaired  as  those  terms  are  used  in  the 
trade).  Except  as  set  forth  in  this  limited  warranty  and  as  may  be  required  by  the  arts  and  cultural  affairs  law,  and  any 
other  law  or  regulation,  all  other  warranties  of  authenticity  of  authorship,  whether  express  or  implied,  are  hereby 
disclaimed. 

17.  Except  as  otherwise  stated  herein,  all  items  offered  in  this  catalogue  are  GUARANTEED  TO  BE  GENUINE  and 
correctly  attributed  as  defined  below. 

18.  (a)  NO  LOT  may  be  returned  for  any  reason  whatsoever  without  the  prior  written  consent  by  STACK’S,  or,  in  any 
event,  if  it  has  been  removed  from  its  original  container.  No  lots  purchased  by  those  who  have  viewed  the  lots 
may  be  returned,  unless  the  limited  warranty  provided  in  these  terms  of  sale  permits  it. 

(b)  Grading  is  a subjective  description  in  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer  as  to  the  state  of  preservation,  method  of 
strike,  and  overall  appearance  of  a particular  coin  or  lot.  The  term  “proof’  or  “specimen”  is  used  to  describe  a method 
of  manufacture,  and  is  not  a grade  or  condition  or  an  attribution. 

(c)  STACK’S  does  not  represent  that  a numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that  any  toning  is  natural  or 
artificial;  that  any  coin  catalogued  will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party  or  third  party  grading 
service;  that  a numismatic  item  has  a particular  provenance  or  pedigree;  that  a numismatic  item  is  struck  or  not 
struck,  or  produced  or  not  produced  in  a particular  manner  or  style.

(h)  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  stated  in  the  Terms  of  Sale,  STACK’S  and  its  agents  and  employees  make 
no  warranties  or  guaranties  or  representations,  and  expressly  disclaim  all  warranties  and  guaranties  and 
representations,  including,  without  limitation,  a warranty  of  merchantability,  in  connection  with  any  numis- 
matic properties  sold  by  STACK’S. 

(i)  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  STACK’S,  are  statements  of  opinion  only  and  are  not  warranties  or 
representations  of  any  kind,  unless  stated  as  a specific  written  warranty,  and  no  employee  or  agent  of  STACK’S  has 
authority  to  vary  or  alter  these  Terms  of  Sale.  Any  alteration  shall  be  effective  only  if  in  writing  and  signed  by  a 
member  of  the  firm. 

(j)  If  not  so  stated  expressly,  the  grade,  artisanship,  provenance,  or  attribution  is  the  firm’s  opinion  only  on  which  no 
third  party,  including  the  bidder,  is  entitled  to  rely. 

(k)  STACK’S  assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the  material  (or  other)  facts  stated  concerning  the 
numismatic  item,  except  as  specified  herein. 

19.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  STACK’S  acts  only  as  agent  for  a Consignor  and  makes  no  independent  warranty  of  title. 
STACK’S  offers  the  following  LIMITED  WARRANTY  to  Buyers  with  respect  to  all  numismatic  items  offered  for  sale. 
STACK’S  warrants  to  all  Buyers  that  the  Consignor  or  the  Seller  has  warranted  good  title  to  property  offered  for  sale. 
Any  such  warranty  is  predicated  on  the  Owner  or  prior  owner  making  the  same  warranty  to  STACK’S,  upon  which  the 
firm  relies.  In  the  event  that  it  is  finally  determined  that  the  Purchaser  has  not  acquired  transferable  title,  STACK’S 
shall  reimburse  the  Purchaser  (if  full  payment  has  already  been  made)  in  accordance  with  these  Terms  of  Sale,  and 
Buyer  agrees  that  this  is  full  compensation  for  any  loss  whatsoever,  whether  actual  or  otherwise.

STACK’S  and  the  Consignor  make  no  representa- 
tions or  warranty  that  the  Purchaser  acquires  any  reproduction  rights  or  copyright  in  property  purchased  at  the  sale. 

20.  STACK’S  further  expressly  disclaims  all  warranties  relating  to  the  grade,  condition,  identification  of  the  periods  or 
date  of  coining  or  manufacture  or  methods  of  manufacture  of  property  which  is  inaccurate,  or  may  be  proved  inaccu- 
rate, by  means  of  scientific  process  or  research  which  is  not  generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  the  sale. 

21.  STACK’S  reminds  the  Buyer  that  the  grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may  have  a material  effect  on  the  value  of  the 
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of  opinion  (iiududinn  wludlu'r  thi*  coin  has  l)i*i*n  cleaned,  or  is  or  is  not  of  a particular  ^'rade  or  (quality,  i:-  not 
grounds  to  return  an  item  purchased;  and  that  all  sales  of  items  viewed  by  a Purchaser  in  advance  of  a sah-  even  if 
the  sale  is  hy  mail,  are  final. 

22.  Hy  purchasinjj  in  this  sale.  Buyer  atjrees  that  they  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason 
whatsoever.  In  the  event  that  a warranty  is  offered  with  respect  to  grade  or  state  of  preservation  or  condition,  it  shall 
be  a specific  warranty,  in  writing,  signed  by  a member  of  STACK’S,  and  shall  specify  its  terms  and  conditions  and 
duration.  If  any  numismatic  item  is  damaged  in  its  removal  from  encapsulation,  or  during  its  encapsulation,  it  is  at 
the  sole  risk  of  the  Purchaser.  Because  of  the  fungibility  of  numismatic  items,  any  item  removed  from  its  holder  may 
not  be  returned  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 

23.  (a)  On  any  claim  made  by  a bidder,  STACK’S  must  be  advised  in  writing  sent  within  seven  days  after  receipt  of 
the  material,  or  the  date  of  the  sale,  whichever  is  the  later;  these  dates  apply  whether  or  not  the  Buyer  has  received 
the  material.  The  disputed  property  must  be  returned  to  STACK’S  in  the  same  condition  as  sold  by  STACK’S,  in 
the  same  holder. 

(b)  These  conditions  are  binding  and  absolute  unless  varied  in  writing  by  a principal  of  STACK’S  or  if  the  bylaws, 
rules  or  regulations  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  provide  for  a longer  period,  or  give  the  Buyer  a 
greater  right,  in  which  case  such  bylaws,  rules  or  regulations  shall  prevail.

24.  If  STACK’S,  in  its  sole  discretion,  determines  that  any  numismatic  property  is  substantially  and  materially  different 
from  that  represented  in  the  catalogue  of  sale,  or  in  any  written  advertisement  or  material,  the  sale  shall  be  cancelled 
and  STACK’S  shall  refund  the  purchase  price  to  the  Buyer.  Unless  provided  otherwise  in  these  terms  or  the  PNG 
bylaws,  that  shall  be  STACK’S  sole  obligation  to  Buyer. 

25.  The  auctioneer  and  cataloguer,  STACK’S,  reserves  the  right  to  include  its  own  material  in  any  auction  sale.  The 
auctioneer  may  have  direct  or  indirect  interests  in  these,  and  other  items  (other  than  its  commission),  and  may  collect 
a minimum  price  in  addition  to  the  selling  commission.  This  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  a part  of  the  description  of  all 
lots  contained  in  the  catalogue.  The  catalogue  shall  also  be  deemed  a part  of  any  invoice  issued  by  the  auctioneer.  The 
auctioneer  may  make  loans  or  advances  to  consignors  and/or  prospective  purchasers.  The  Consignor  may  be  permitted 
to  bid  on  his,  her  or  their  own  articles  and  to  buy  them  back  at  the  sale.  Any  Buyer  who  bids  on  or  purchases  their 
own  goods  is  required  to  pay  for  them,  in  full,  as  the  terms  of  sale  provide  for  together  with  the  full  buyer’s  commis- 
sion, and  any  other  applicable  surcharges,  postage,  handling,  insurance  fees  and  taxes,  without  rebate  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  unless  provided  for  otherwise  by  contract  with  the  auctioneer.

30.  The  sole  remedy  that  any  participant  in  the  auction  shall  have,  whether  bidding  in  person,  by  mail,  or  through  an 
em.ployee  or  agent,  for  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  the  auction  shall  be  a refund  of  the  original  purchase 
price  and  premium  paid,  if  any.

Upon  payment  as  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  or  in  full  at  the  maiximum 
rates  set  forth  above,  or  at  an  agreed  rate,  STACK’S  shall  be  deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  bidder 
arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Purchaser  agrees  to  execute  prior  to  delivery  of  any 
refund  any  documents  reasonably  requested  to  effect  the  intent  of  this  paragraph.  By  bidding  in  this  sale,  all  bidders 
consent  to  these  terms  and  all  other  terms  of  these  conditions  of  sale. 

31.  STACK’S  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  any  property  by  STACK’S  to  Purchaser.  All  bidders,  even  if  unsuccessful  purchas- 
ers, agree  to  abide  by  this  condition,  and  all  other  conditions  of  sale. 

32.  All  rights  granted  to  the  Purchaser  under  the  within  terms  of  sale  are  personal  to  the  Purchaser.  Purchaser  may  not 
assign  or  transfer  any  of  these  rights  to  any  other  person  or  entity,  whether  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise.  Any 
attempt  so  to  assign  or  transfer  any  such  rights  shall  be  absolutely  VOID  and  unenforceable.  No  third  party  may  rely 
on  any  benefit  or  right  conferred  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and  terms  of  warranty  on  any  bidder  or 
Purchaser. 

33.  “Purchaser”  shall  mean  the  original  purchaser  of  the  property  from  STACK’S  and  not  any  subsequent  owner  or  other 
person  who  may  have  or  acquire  an  interest  therein.  If  Purchaser  is  an  agent,  the  agency  must  be  disclosed  at  the  time 
of  sale,  otherwise  the  benefits  of  the  warranty  shall  be  limited  to  the  agent  and  not  transferable  to  the  undisclosed 
principal. 

34.  Should  any  third  party  attempt  to  utilize  any  warranties  contained  herein,  they  shall  first  give  STACK’S  thirty  (30; 
days  written  notice  by  Registered  Mail  or  Certified  Mail  Return  Receipt  Requested  during  which  time  STACK'S  may. 


should  it  choose  to  contest  the  third  party’s  claim,  ask  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  the  American 
Arbitration  Association  to  appoint  a panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled  in  the  field  to  make  such  a determination  at 
New  York,  N.Y.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to 
binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a sole  remedy.  With 
respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said  third 
party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Terms 
of  Sale. 

35.  In  the  event  STACK’S  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  deliver  the  property  sought  to  be  purchased,  its  liability 
therefore  shall  be  limited  to  the  rescission  of  the  sale  and  refund  of  the  purchase  price  and  buyer’s  premium. 

STACK’S  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  its 
failure  to  deliver  any  property  purchased,  and  all  bidders  agree  to  this  disclaimer. 

36.  If  it  is  determined  that  a bailment  relationship  exists  while  the  material  purchased  is  being  held  by  STACK’S,  for 
Purchaser,  said  relationship  constitutes  a gratuitous  bailment  only,  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser/bailor,  as 
defined  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

37.  As  a condition  of  bidding,  bidder  acknowledges  that  numismatic  auction  sales  are  unique  in  terms  of  their  tradition 
and  industry  practices.  Each  bidder  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  whatsoever  arising  out  of  this  sale 
shall  be  settled  as  follows:  if  demanded  by  either  buyer,  or  STACK’S  by  binding  arbitration  at  New  York,  New  York, 
under  the  rules  then  obtaining  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  as  PNG  rules  may  provide,  the 
American  Arbitration  Association.  In  the  event  that  a dispute  arises  between  STACK’S  and  a non-member  of  the  PNG, 
this  means  that  the  American  Arbitration  Association,  at  New  York,  N.Y.,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the 
controversy.  In  any  controversy  concerning  non-payment,  STACK’S  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  by  arbitration  or  by 
a proceeding  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  City,  County,  and  State  of  New  York,  whichever  is  first 
commenced  by  STACK’S.  The  arbitrator  shall  not  have  the  power  to  alter  the  terms  of  condition  of  sale.  Judgment  on 
any  award  may  be  entered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  The  arbitrators,  and  any  court,  shall  award  the 
prevailing  party  costs  and  reasonable  attorney  fees.  By  bidding  in  this  sale  you  agree  to  be  bound  by  the  arbitration 
provisions  of  the  PNG  as  described  above.

38.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  then,  in  addition  to  all  other 
remedies  which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  STACK’S  may,  at  its  sole  option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining 
as  liquidated  damages  all  payments  made  by  the  Purchaser,  it  being  recognized  that  actual  damages  may  be  specula- 
tive or  difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  sell  some  or  all  of  the  numismatic  property  and  some  or  all  other  property  of  the 
Purchaser  held  by  STACK’S,  in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  STACK’S  to  satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all 
accrued  charges.  More  than  one  such  sale  may  take  place  at  the  option  of  STACK’S.  Such  sale  may  take  place  without 
notice  to  Purchaser;  if  STACK’S  gives  notice,  it  shall  be  by  regular  mail  to  the  address  utilized  on  the  bid  sheet, 
consignment  agreement  or  other  address  known  to  the  firm.  Such  sale  will  be  at  STACK’S  standard  commission  rates 
at  public  or  private  sale,  within  or  without  the  City  of  New  York,  at  which  time  (if  the  sale  be  at  auction)  the 
defaulting  party  shall  not  bid.  The  proceeds  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  damages  occasioned  by 
Purchaser’s  breach,  and  then  to  the  payment  of  any  other  indebtedness  owing  to  STACK’S,  including  without  limita- 
tion, commissions,  handling  charges,  the  expenses  of  both  sales,  reasonable  legal  fees  and  collection  agency  fees  and 
any  other  costs  or  expenses  incurred  hereunder.  If  a lot  or  numismatic  item  is  not  paid  for,  and  is  sold  by  STACK’S  for 
Purchaser’s  account,  in  accordance  with  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  STACK’S  shall  not  be  required  to  account  to 
the  Purchaser  for  any  excess  proceeds.  Purchaser  is  also  liable  to  STACK’S  if  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  is 
insufficient  in  the  opinion  of  STACK’S  to  cover  the  indebtedness.  If  other  property  of  Purchaser  is  also  sold,  any  excess 
of  proceeds  will  be  remitted  to  the  Purchaser  after  first  deducting  the  expenses  set  forth  above.  If  Purchaser  fails  to 
remit  sums  due  to  STACK’S,  Purchaser  grants  to  STACK’S  a lien  with  respect  to  such  sum,  with  interest  to  accrue 
thereon  at  the  judgment  rate,  until  actually  paid,  which  lien  shall  apply  against  any  property  of  Purchaser,  including 
any  future  goods  of  Purchaser  coming  into  possession  of  STACK’S.  Purchaser  hereby  waives  all  the  requirements 
of  notice,  advertisement  and  disposition  of  proceeds  required  by  law,  including  those  set  forth  in  New  York 
lien  law,  article  9,  sections  200-204  inclusive,  or  any  successor  statute,  with  respect  to  any  sale.  Purchaser 
waives  a right  to  redeem. 

39.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  the  sale  by  auction  for  a reasonable  period  of  time  as  a result  of  any 
significant  event  which,  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  auctioneer,  makes  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  event.  No  bidder  or 
prospective  bidder  or  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  shall  have  recourse  as  a result  of  any  postponement.  In  any 
event,  no  person  may  bid  without  registering,  and  ALL  REGISTERED  BIDDERS  including  mail  bidders  and  agents  by 
registering  or  bidding  agree  to  all  of  the  above  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

40.  By  bidding  or  offering  to  bid,  bidders  acknowledge  that  they  have  read  all  of  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and 
warranty  contained  herein  and  that  they  accept  these  terms  and  conditions  without  reservation.  STACK’S  reserves  the 
right  to  vary  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  by  rider  or  other  means  communicated  to  bidders.  By  purchasing  from 
STACK  S,  whether  present  in  person,  or  by  agent,  by  written  bid,  telephone  or  any  other  means,  the  bidder  agrees  to 
be  bound  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

41.  ALL  ITEMS  ILLUSTRATED  ARE  OF  THE  ACTUAL  ITEMS  BEING  SOLD. 
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
